DUE TO CARELESSNESS. 


The wreck of the t\vo freight trains 


was undoubtedly due to the careless- 
ness of the engineer who was killed, 
'out the officials of the company are 
making a thorough investigation to 
ascertain the exact cause of the catas- 
trophe. 


The road is straight at the 
point 


•where the collision occurred and it 
was a clear morning, so that, had Kn- 
pineer Foster followed the rules of the 
time card the accident would have 
been avoided.

Both Cute's shoulder blades 
and 


collar bones were broken and he was 
in.iurecl about the chest. He was re- 
moved at once to the railroad hos- 
pital in San Francisco and he now 
lies in a critical, if not fatal, condi- 
tion.

received internal injuries. He is still 
in a semi-contose condition and is 
unable to give a clear version of the 
accident.

As . both Fos- 
ter and Davis are dead and Cute is in 
so low a condition we must rely for 
the time being upon .the statements 
of Hopper, McCarthy and Conductor 
Plane.

SACK FROM MERCED. 


A New York Physician Says It Can and

Added to the kresols is one 


of 
the 
stronger 
disinfectants 
known 


to science, ethlendlpmine. These, made 
Into one liquid, form what is known to 
the medical world as kresumin. 


Used in u (3 per cent solution, kresa- 


miu is placed hi a vaporizer, and oper- 
ated at a very high pressure, aud forced 
into the lungs of the patient seated in 
an airtight steel cabinet. 


As Dr. Barney explained his treat- 


ment yesterrjay, the patient is placed 
in 
this steel 
airtight 
cabinet, from 


which all the air fs drawn, and a fresh 
supply is forced in by means of a bel- 
lows. A rubber tube connected with 
the glass vaporiser outside the cabinet 
is placed in the patient's mnuth, the 
vaporizer is Marled and the kresamin 
is thus forced into the lungs ot the 
sufferer. 


Acting much as any ordinary disin- 


fectant acts, the kresamin is forced to 
all parts of the paient's lungs, killing, 
according to Dr. Barney's theory, all 
tuberculosis germs. The lungs are "made 
uninhabitable for germs nt: all kinds 
as a sick room is ordinarily made un- 
inhabitable fur germs after a strong 
disinfectant is used.—New York Letter 
to the Philadelphia, North American.

Had a Narrow/Escape 
From Being Destroyed 


By Fire, 


Bla&g/afe Arrives In 
Time to Put out 


Flames* 


BERKELEY, Nov. 27.—But for 
the 


prompt action of Dr. "W. G. Blasdale 
this morning the Chemistry building 
of the University of California would 
have been ruined by fire. 


At S:30 o'clock this morning a flre 


broke out in the "preparation" room of 
the building. 
Through the careless- 


ness of some one, tvhose identity 
has 


not been discovered, a gas jet was left 
burning near a large \vooden hood, 
used to carry off the chemical fumes. 
The flre ran up the hood and over to 
a wooden partition, which in turn was 
soon blazing fiercely. 


At this juncture some small boys, 


seeing the blaze through a window, 
gave the alarm. One of them ran over 
to the rooms of the Dining Associa- 
tion, calling nre. 
Dr. Blasdale, who 


was at breakfast, 
ran over to the 


Chemistry building and groped his way 
through the. smoke 
to the 
burning 


room. 
With one of the hand hoses, 


left in the building in case of flre, Dr. 
Blasdale began to play a stream on the 
flames. He was alone in his work, but 
before the flre department arrived. 


The damage done by the flre itself 


was not/very great, but when the fire- 
men got to the sqene and saw 
the 


smoke that filled the interior of 
the 


building, they immediately turned on a 
stream of water that did considerable 
damage to the valuable chemicals and 
experimental apparatus. 


The serious clanger of a flre in 
a 


building full of explosive and inflam- 
able chemicals has always been one of 
apprehension to the chemistry depart- 
ment. Should a fire get sufficient head- 
way in the building nothing could stop 
it. 
In view of this constant danger 


Professor W.' B. Rising, head of the 
department, with student 
assistants, 
N. Vanderbilt and Fred Berry, sleep 
in the building. 
At the time of the 


fire they were all at breakfast. 
Had 


the fire broken out sooner they would 
all have been in serious danger of be- 
ins' burned in their beds. 


DI-. \Y. C. Blasdale, who extinguish- 


ed the lire, is an 
instructor 
in the 


chemistry department. 
It 
-,vnH 
his 


acquaintance with the builrtins that 
enabled him to render such efficient 
service. 


The Chemistry building is one of the 


handsomest on the "University campus. 
It wa.s built fifteen years «gr> and 
Is 


one- of the best equipped chemistry 
buildings in America.
